But the idea used to 
be that the gab had to be good. 
That noble standard of criticism 
has gone the way of vaudeville.

Today listening to after dinner 
speakers has become a form of 
mass self-punishment. In Europe 
people still go to a hotel or rest-| 
aurant for the food. But here?| 
The price of the entree is no long­ 
er determined by what they put 
on your plate. It’s determined by 
the fee of the vocal chords rented 
for the occasion to deliver "a 
messa g e of importance to us all.” ! 
I hate to be counted as a cultural 
savage, but sometimes wouldn’t it 
be quaint and old-fashioned and 
good clean harmless fun to go to a 
dinner 
where 
everybody 
just 
traded conversation and enjoyed 
a real meal—and skipped the mes­ 
sage? 
Why do they have to skimp on 
the menu to provide the inevitable 
ear message? Must the ice cream 
always be followed by a dismal 
lecture on "The Perils of the 
Brave Petunias in 
Patagonia?" 
Or a dashing lady wild-life slayer 
telling how, all alone in Africa, 
she survived the head on charge 
of a maddened herd of antlered 
grouse? 
This growing willingness of the 
public to sit in slack-jawed, glazed­ 
eyed paralysis, trying at the same 
time to digest a

of

It is a cash corn crop that rivals 
the value of the crop grown in the 
fields to fatten livestock. In the 
last few years dozens of lecture 
agencies have sprouted up that 
keep stables of after dinner speak­ 
ers on call—and they range from 
bird imitators to U. S. senators. 
Do you want to learn to make 
a sound like a rose-breasted gros­ 
beak? Would you like really to 
know how to whip inflation, make 
more money, or find out how one 
man learned to beat his wife at 
needlepoint in one easy lesson? 
The nearest lecture agency has 
someone ready and waiting in a 
tux and black bow tie to fly by 
plane to tell you after dinner. 
The fee ranges from $25 to $1.500 
or more, depending on the rating 
of the professional ear bender, and 
the crucial nature of his message. 
"Anybody who can do anything 
today can earn money as an after 
dinner speaker,” one lady man­ 
ager told me. "I met a fellow at a 
party recently who happened to 
mention he had just grown an or­ 
chid on his refrigerator. I signed 
him up at once. You’d be amazed 
how many people in this country 
have secretly yearned all their 
lives to grow an orchid on a refri­ 
gerator—and never realized it be­ 
fore.” 
But the real reason so many 
folks will suffer through after din­ 
ner speeches is this: They figure 
if they listen to enough of them 
somebody will get around to in­ 
viting them to make an after din­ 
ner speech, too. Then they will 
get a chance to deliver their mes­ 
sage. And what man today doesn’t 
have more messages in his soul 


than Western Union?

Truman Encircling Tactics 


Key to understanding that White House con­ 
ference on Tuesday is what happened to Adlai 
Stevenson. 
When Gov. Stevenson was given the Demo­ 
cratic presidential nomination, he had a chance 
to repudiate President Truman’s record. He 
chose, instead, to defend it. 
To make certain there would b e no doub t 
that Stevenson was running on the Truman 
record, Mr. Truman went on the stump, him­ 
self. At the end of the campaign, Dwight Eisen­ 
hower was running against two adversaries who 
added up to one: Trumanism. 
The White House conference was Mr. Tru­ 
man’s attempt to encircle the leader ofj the 
opposition in the same way he had encircled 
Stevenson. He wanted to make Eisenhower the 
prisoner of the Truman record. 
It was attempted in the name of “unity, 
that trickiest of words and most dangerous of 
ideas. There are some policies which must b e 
passed on intact from one administration to 
another, b ut they can b e taken for granted. 
It is the other kind—the optional policies— 
which Eisenhower had to guard against when 
he talked with Truman. 
The people voted no confidence in the Tru­ 
man administration on Nov. 4. They want no 
more carry-over after Jan. 20 than is ab solutely 
necessary to honor the government’s official 
commitments.

Many of those who are old 
enough to rememb er 1933 will ex ­ 
pect the new Eisenhower admini­ 
stration to repeat the amazing per­ 
formance of the first months of 
the Roosevelt administration. 
In the course of the famous 
hundred days, which were the dur­ 
ation of the special session of Con­ 
gress of that year, a record of im­ 
portant legislative enactments was 
made that will prob ab ly never b e 
equaled. 
I can offer some testimony of 
what happened, for it was my 
function to prepare with the Presi­ 
dent the messages that went to 
Congress with each proposal. 
A decision would b e reached aft­ 
er a White House conference of 
interested people, including sena­ 
tors and congressmen, Cab inet 
memb ers, and others, to launch a 
specific measure. 
Various people were set to work 
drafting the b ill, and when it was 
ready we would prepare a mes­ 
sage and the b ill would b e in­ 
troduced. 
The measures were not mere 
improvisations. They were, with 
one or two ex ceptions, the results 
of months of study. Some had 
b e e n presented in Campaign 
speeches in 1932. 
It should b e noted further that 
many New Deal measures had 
b een matters of congressional dis­ 
cussion. Some, in fact, grew out 
of the thinking of memb ers of the 
Hoover administration. 
What had happened was that 
many essential reforms had b een 
overdue for some years. Conflicts 
b etween presidents and Congress 
had prevented action. Roosevelt’s 
election with a b ig Democratic ma 
jority in Congress b roke the log­ 
jam. Hence, the rapidity of action. 
Moreover, it was an administra­ 
tion with a mandate to ex tend fed­ 
eral power and to ex pand the con­ 
trol of government over many as­ 
pects of economic life. Also, it had 
a mandat to do something drastic 
ab out the depression. 
With a new conservative admin­ 
istration, the need for action is 
quite different. 
The major troub le with this coun­ 
try is that Washington has b een 
doing too many things. What is 
needed is a period for digestion. 
The very nature of a conserva­ 
tive is to take what ex ists and to 
make the very b est of it. 
The b ig question with any ad­ 
ministration or any majority in 
Congress is not how fast it is going, 
b ut where it is going. 
Not 
the 
length of the step b ut the direction! 
Let us take, as an ex ample, 
social security.” No right-think­ 
ing person wants to ab olish that 
measure of government interven­ 
tion in personal lib erty. 
Moreover, the system has in 
trust vast amounts that b elong to 
the people who have contrib uted 
their tax es for the assurance of 
repayment later. 
But the way in which this system 
is operated is a vital question. The 
new administration can prope$y 
overhaul that system so that H 


can work more equitab ly and more 
efficiently. 
Finally, there is need to kill 
once and for all the fallacy of 
which defenders of Roosevelt and 
Truman have b een 
guilty for 
years. They sneer at their critics, 
saying: “You would not repeal 
what we have done, b ut you say 
that you would do it b etter. But 
since we adopted these programs, 
we administer them b etter.” 
The answer to that is that, 
while these programs can b e kept, 
it is one vital importance to get 
them done b etter. For how you do 
a thing may well b e the 'answer 
to the question whether you should 
do it at all. How may b e as im- 
portant as what. 
Hence, the Eisenhower admini­ 
stration may well concern itself for 
a while with the how rather than 
the what. 
It may not thrill the pub lic with 
new ex periments, b ut it may show 
how we can have government at 
less cost in money and in inditi- 
dual lib erty.

ited. “Sh e is a 
young girl,” Mrs. B. says, “wh o 
sh ould be enjoying life more th an 
sh e does.” 
Th e sinus trouble does not h ave 
an yth in g to do with th is girl’s pim­ 
ples. Th e latter is most likely acn e 
an d is probably un related to th e 
sin usitis. As for th e second ques­ 
tion, it can be stated th at sinus 
trouble is not directly in h erited. 
Swelling of th e mucous mem­ 
bran e wh ich lines th e sinuses lets 
pus and mucus secretion gath er 
in side th e sinuses and th is pro­ 
duces pressure sen sation s. If th e 
accumulated pus and mucus can 
made to flow out by en largin g 
th e opening, or can be wash ed out, 
at least temporary relief is often 
obtained. 
Th e in jection 
of drugs wh ich 
sh rin k th e mucous membran e is 
often h elpful. Th is sh rin kin g may 
open th e passageways temporarily 
and th us en large th e air space. 
Wh en th e sinuses 
aoe 
ch roni­ 
cally in flamed such simple meas­ 
ures are less likely to h elp. Some­ 
times surgery is used to make a 
perman en t passageway for drain ­ 
age. Even th is h owever, does not 


always brin g relief and man y peo­ 
ple continue 
to 
complain even 
wh en a wide opening is presen t. 
Th e sulph a drugs and oth er prep­ 
aration s are sometimes in jected or 
sprayed directly into th e sinuses 
with th e purpose of killing th e 
germs th ere. 
In spite of everyth in g wh ich can 
be done, man y people continue to 
suffer seriously from sinusitis and 
become so miserable and run-down 
th at th ey con sider ch an ge of cli­ 
mate. 
Th eoretically, th e best climate 
for a person with sinusitis is one 
in wh ich th ere is not much ch an ge 
in temperature between n igh t and 
day. A temperature of 68 to 75 de­ 
grees with th e air n eith er too dry 
nor too moist, but with a little 
breeze from time to time, would 
be ideal. 
Parts of Florida and south ern 
California come close. Arizona and 
New Mex ico, alth ough quite dif­ 
feren t, appear to be good for some 
sinus sufferers. In most parts of 
th ese states, h owever, th ere is a 
great deal of fluctuation between 
day and nigh t temperature an d th e 
air is too dry to be good for some 
people. 
Wh en a sufferer from sinusitis 
wish es to con sider a ch an ge of 
residen ce it is best to try th e new 
climate 
for 
several 
weeks 
or 
month s before makin g a fin al de­ 
cision. 
Oth erwise man y dissap- 
poin tmen ts will occur.

Proceeds of TV games from 
commercial sponsors wou ld be di­ 
vided among the Big Ten and par­ 
ticipating independent schools. Hy­ 
pothetically, the plan wou ld work 
like this: 
Minnesota is playing at Wiscon­ 
sin and Michigan is at Illinois the 
same day. Both games wou ld be 
televised throu ghou t the Midwest. 
If Michigan-Illinois is sold ou t, 
both games wou ld be telecast in 
Chicago. If the game is not a sell­ 
ou t, Chicago wou ld be blacked ou t 
for Michigan-Illinois and receive 
only Minncsota-Wisconsin. 
The situ ation wou ld be the same 
for Milwau kee on the Minnesota- 
Wisconsin game. 
Proceeds over a season cou ld
